‘That confis 
dence arose from the expectation that Ausà 
trian pride could not, in the common 
course of things, overleok an opportanity 
to recover the an&ient rights of its family 5 
anc that even the domestic character of 
the present Emperor of Austria would be 
no bar if such an gpportunity offered. 
U'lie event has proved this result, and the 
Ersperor must know tôo weil the implas 
cable temper of his adversary, to expect 
forgiveness after his present measures—like 
his Allis therefore he has only to conquer 
or fall. The Arch Duke Charles has ass 
gumed the command of the Austrian 
uymies. 


_ Erom the tenor of {hg present advices 
we cannot but, think the verbal intelligence 


mentioned in our last number that subse- 


quently to the arinistice Bonaparte had 
attacked the Austrians with success, but 
that Bernadotte having fallen où his rear, he 
suffered a severe defeat, will be found to 
be true. 1tisevident that Bonaparte in- 
tended to fall vpon Berlin; the industrious 
mauner in which: this fact is alluded to in 
Ietters from his camp prove this—it is the 
coutijuance of his former successful plan 
to get possession of his enemy’s.capital. 
It is equally evident from,the Bulletins 
that General Jomhini gave intelligence of 
this intended móvement, and the Crown 
Prince in consequence concentrated his 
army. , Benaparte,also had made no pro- 
gress, On tie 25th’ for we read of nothing 
but the Bebrê; from. his Minister Secre- 
tary of State to the more humble retailers 
of his news from Frankfort and Paris, 
“hothing is heard of but the Bobré, 
They venture indeed to amuse the 
& Lads of Paris” with conclusious Ahat 
his Imperial Majesty's troops must have 
entered Berlin on the 23d, and ike Impe: 
rial Secretary of State shrewdly remarks; 
$ it appears that Chose of our armies which 
were manceuvring on Brandenburgh must 
have been in Berlin to-day ;” but they take 
very good care not to mention that there was 
a formidable army on the road under Berz 
nadofteg whose leave wasto be obtained 
first, apd who might possibly stop their 
manguwwing. Ít scems, therefore, by no 
meâus ualikely,that Bouaparte, finding him 
gelf foiled in his first plan, may have fallen 
ûpon (he Austrians; ánd if the Crown 
Prince hgs at (hat time, by a prompt and 
Vigorous movement;attacked his rear, while 
tie Austrians kept himat bay; wbt can 
be mere likely than that he should be de- 
feated and compclted to fall back on his 
own ftontiers: Ì 


-_ The circumstänte seems sb ptobable: in 
the pasture of affairs which these advice4 
relate, that we cannot but look with con= 
siderable confidence on the truth of (ris 
report, and on the imiensely important 
results which the next accounts from Eu: 
rope may communicate. RR

notice had been taken in the French pa-

CarcurrA, DeceMBEr 3, 1813, 

Phis Morning, at eleven o'clack, in pur» 
suance of Public Notice, previously issued by 
the High Sheriff, to conveue a Mecting of the 
British Fnhabitants of Calcutta, to consider 
af an Address to Sir Henry Russell, late 
Chief Justice: a great number of Gentlemen 
attended at the ‘Lown Hall, and the Sheriff 
‘opened the business of the day by reading the 
application that had been addressed to him, 
under the signature of many ofthe principal 
Inhabitants, to call the present Meeting. 

Mr, Fergusson moved that Mr. Rocke be 
requested to take the Chair, which was se- 
conded by the Rerd. Dr. Ward, and the Mov- 
tion being unagimously carricd, Me, Rocke 
taak ‘his place as Chairman; and in a neat 
concise Speech, explained the object for 
which they. were convened, and, as the sense 
of the Meeting was unanimously in favour 
of the. Address, he moved that à Committee 
be appointed to prepare it. 

Mr. Fergusson then addressed the meeting, 
and, in the following eloquent Speech, gave a 


‚rapid, but impressive sketch of the publie - 


character and services of Sir Henry Russell ; 
and concluded by seconding the Motion from 
the Chair. ‘Thata Committee be appointed 
to prepare a Draft of the Address.” 


tE GENTLEMEN, 


“The object of assembhling this meeting has 
been stated from the Chair. It iste give to 
the British Yohabitants of this Settlement, an 
opportunity of expressing the sense which 
they: entertain, of the public services of the 
late Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, dur- 
ing a long jydicial life, every act of which 
has passed under their immediate observation, 
and the merits therefare of which none so 
well as they are enabled to appreciate.

‚But this object of the institution of the Su, 


benefit of long experience, added to those 
legal attainments, for which he had heen orie 
ginally selected for the judicial office, — whilst 
it left him in full possession of that strong 
and vigorous intellect, that sound and dis. 
criminating Judgment, far which he was so 
eminentiy distinguished, uatil the last hour of 
his discharging his judicial functions in the 
Court in which he presided. It was impos- 
sible for a stranger to attend the sittings of 
the Supreme Court fora single day, wathout 
being struck with those qualities in the lâte 
Chief Justice, and from ‘close and personal 
observation, for a numbers of years, 1 am 
enabled to pronounce, that these qualities 
were guided in their application by:the dic- 
tates of an honest and an upright heart. To 
say that he was pure in his administration of 
Justice, would he saying little; for to the 
eternal honour of the British character and of: 


British justice, that has long ceasel to be a 


theme of praise. … Generations have pâssed 
away,since our country has had to witness, 
and History to record, the ignominy of the 
existence of an opposite quality in any man 
eloathed with the sacred character of a British 
Judge, The administration of justice in our 
native country has long been a subject of ad. 
miration throughout the world; and itis 
here, indeed, that we may feel justly proud. 
Ft is this which :distinguishes our country- 
among the nations: of the earth. Whilst 
otliers have emulatcd, (for they never have 
surpassed her,) in deeds of arms; whilst with 
others, brave and warlike as herself, slfe mûst 
be content to share the redown of: all the: Mie 
litary virtues; whilst the wisdom of her nae 
tional couucils has mot, more than'that of 
others, been at all times unimpeached ; in one 
respect at least she stands amongst the nations 
alone and unrivalled, in the pure, and upright, 
and uasuspected administration of her justice, 
The Judges of the Supreme: Court have fol, 
lowed the bright example which has been set 
to thêm “in their native land ; but their task 
has Been fill of ditkéulties, and in proportion 
as they have bren sugcessfùül, surmounted the 
obbtacles Whiëh hey had to encounter in the 
attainment of the great and salutary object of 
their labour,"they are entitlctt to the applause 
and thanks of their country and fellow sube 
jects. 'Fhe merits of a Judge of the Supreme 
Court are not to he viewed In referense merely 
to the uprightness of his conduct, or even ta 
the talent and learning with which he may be 
endowed. 'Phe Judge in England ascends the 
Bench, already invested with the confidence 
of a whole people. But, in this country, 
wot only was confidertce to be won, but pre. 
Judice repelled and subdued. It was neces. 
sary not merely to admiister justice pure. 
Iy, but to satisfy a péoyle, not overprone'ta 
confidence, that justice was purely adminis. 
tered, to convince them that justice could 
be obtained from a British Judge against a 
British subject, however high his station, 
however great his influence and power. 

“S After an experience of forty years, it 
may be permitted Énâlly to prenounee on the 
Wisdom of the institution of the Supreme 
Court. To the naturalhorn subject, of 
Great Britain, the blessing of being subject to 
the laws of England, and to nv other laws, in’ 
all matters of life and liberty, and fortune, 
could never be contested for a moment. To 
the Supreme Court therefore, the Iegislature, 
exclusively delegated the task of deciding on 
all questions between Britich subjects; but 
that Tribunal was alsa made the depositary, 
if possible, of a still more sacred and interest, 
ing trait, ‘that of protecting against British 
oppression, milious, whom the decrees of 
Providence have subjected to British rule, 


preme Court, could never have been attained 
atherwise, than by gaining the confidence of 
the whole body of the Natives of the Coun. 
try, within range of its jurisdiction and au- 
thority. es 

1 may say of Sir Henry Russell, without in, 
justice to those who have gone before him, 
that no one has ever done more than he has 
towards the attainment of an object which 
may be considered to hare been finally and in 
the fullest manner accomplished under his ju. 
dicial administration. Ìn thus rendering the 
JRstice which is sfricfly due to Sir Henry 
Russell, but which is at the same time pro- 
nouncing his highest panègyric, the merits of 
those whose Tabours’ häve accoinpanied his, 
are necessarily included ; for, without their co 
opefatian and assistance, tke great and impor- 
tant object to which [ have alluded, could 
never have been attained.

During the long and eventful period that 
you have held 8 seat on the Beach of the Su. 
preme Court as a Puisne Judge and as Chief 
Justice, we have beheld with satisfaction the 
dignified career of your judicial admivistra. 
tion. While the Councils of the Nation, and- 


‚the valour of the arms of Great Britain, have 


happily extended and confirmed her Asiatic 
Domiuion, we have seen at the same time, with 
equal pride and gratificatian, that the upright 
administration of a wise system of laws, has, 
in this branch ef her Empire, stamped the nae 
tional! justice of Great Britain, with the same 
decisive superiority, that wisdom and valour 
have conferred on her political and military 
character. 
The faithful and enlightened dispensatian of 
Justice, in that august tribunal in which you 
have long presided, has led the Natives of all 
classes, in this Metropalis aud the Provinces 
at large, to regard the inetitution of the Su. 
preme Court with increasing reverence, and 
to repose the fullest conSdenee in the wisdom 
and Justice of the principles an which it was 
established, de well as in the infexible integ. 
rity with which those principles have been 
uoiformly applied; and we havea fall cou. 
viclion, that the pure, unsullied course, in 
which public justice has flowed, during your 
administration, has had a powerful effect in 
attathing the Natives of India to the British 
Government, in engaging their affectjons; and 
encreasing their respect for the national cha,
